eoted, the Guatemalan forces 011 the 
rentier shelled a poeition occupied by 
the SalTftdorians at Elcoco, in Sali-a- 
dor, 
near the border, thereby adding 


another treacherous act to its sooru in 
the present war. 


At the time the libellmg of Elcoco 


was taking place, BnrriUas had the 
peaoe proposition submitted toEzeta, 
ihrongh Mizner and other ministers, in 
lie hands, and could not Imro bwa ig- 
norant of what was passing on the frou- 
ier, as half an hoar afterward lie signed 
lie peace treaty on the basis laid down 
jy Ezeta, and which fact he oaascd to 
be telegraphed to that functionary at 
once. 


This breach of faith in firing upon a 


hlvadoriau fortifictttion, caneeil much 
indignation among the representative!! 
of Spain, Costa lUca and Niwaquuy, 
who, with Mizuor, guaranteed the arm- 
istice. But Mizner is tccnaed of Isugh- 
ng over the news. Now it is probable 
lhat Ezeta will demand idemnification 
for Guatemala's treachery. The reasons 
given for Barrillas signing tho peace 
treaty are: First, he is a powerless man, 
M his oonntry is practically bankrupt; 
second, because ho fears the downfall of 
tils government, owing to interior revo- 
lutions, and, third, because ho desires 
tbe cotton loan of $21,000,000 to bo 
carried through in France. Nobody 
believes thit if Barrillw scoiirea tho 
loan he will long remain at peace with 
Salvador, bnt the Inter country will loeo 
no time, though peace bo proclaimed 
to-day, in putting herself in shape for a 
Future war with her more powerful 
neighbor.

William Johnston, jr.. was born in 


New York city, October 10. 1845, to 
William and Sarah (Pollock) Johnston. 
Tho parents were born in Ireland, the 
father in 1701 and the mother in 1801, 
and came to this cotmtry in 1828. Tho 
father died at Foster's Meadow, Long 
Island, in 1876, and his widow eight 
years later. William was tho youngest 
of seven children, three of whom are 
now living. He obtained a common 
school' education in Now York, and in 
18C2 i»mo to Fort Wayne, reaohing 
here March 21. Ho entered tho employ- 
ment of MoDongal & Co., as book- 
keeper, and held that position for six 
years, after which he was for ten years 
in the employment of Coombs £ Oo. 
He became connected with the Olds 
works in 1881, and has acted as secre- 
tary sinoo tho incorporation iu 1882. 
Mr. Johnston was married January 21. 
1878, 
to Ada B. Fuller, a native of 


Michigan, daughter of John and Lois 
Fuller, and they had one child, Grace

This city has a military company of 


which it may well L-oI proad, becaaeo it 
ias baen elevated gradually from an in- 
significant plane to a high standard, it 
now being the ohnmpion company of the 
state. The "Fort Wayne Rifles" is an 
infantry company, and it is supplement- 
ed in strength by the Zollinger battery, 
which at-present presents a splendid 
body of men who would be a credit to 
any battalion. 


There ia an opportunity for tho local 


beroio youth to emulate the example of 
the German svldior (who is foroed to it) 
in a email way. More companies of mil- 
itary are wanted in the city, and nobody 
wanta them more than does Adjutant 
General Buekle himself. The adjutant 
sent Col. J. Jaoke, the inspector general 
of the state, on a tonr of inspection 
through the cities and towns where mili- 
tary companies were in active servioable 
condition—or were supposed to be. At 
several cross-roads where state arms were 
in use, he ordered guns and accoutre- 
ments retained, because the arms end 
paraphenalia were not kept right. At 
other plaoes he found that oarelew drill, 
where display was the only object, would 
aooomplitih more harm than good. 


The surrender of state arms on the 


part of these "orosa-road" companies 
will afford more opportunity for the 
larger places whero instruction of a 
practicable kind is easily available, al- 
though some of the country places do 
present better military men than some 
mties. 


There aro at present eleven new state 


companies awaiting government arms. 
Judge Taylor, while at Indianapolis a 
few days ago, made a requisition for 
state guns for the now Electric military 
company, of this city, bnt was not sno- 
eesafnl in securing them. If this com- 
pany wishes to use state guns it must 
necessarily become a state organization, 
governed by the military authorities of 
Uncle Sam and subject to call at all 
time*. Colonel Jacks says tho state 
wants more good infantry companies 
and fewer poor once. 
Evantvllle has 


three state military companies and 
Fort Wayne could support as many. 
Major Weldon said to K BsKrntmi. re- 
porter: "Why, to bo sure, this city 
should have more companies, and I 
have'wondorcd why some enterprising 
young fellows havu not organized be- 
fore this." 


The existence of two or three atato in- 


'antry companies would create a rivalry 
feat would work to a good end, in thin, 
bat it would train the young soldier for 
more efficient service, and by their ao- 
livity impart a certain military pride to 
Uiecity.
